Mr. Holtz proposes to amend claim 7 with limitation "creating a relation table relating the obtained information file 
to a picked up image file of an object," and states that lhara et al. does not disclose this feature. The Examiner 
considers that lhara et al. do disclose this feature as shown in Figure 17 and suggests that in order to overcome lhara 
et al. reference, the claims should be amended by adding features such as "camera connects to network via a cellular 
phone or a cradle".
